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ABSTRACT 


A CD player for use with a CD having prerecorded thereon a series of tunes or tracks 
together with track numbers, and with a TOC which hsts the prerecorded tunes with their starting 
addresses but, conventionally, with no ending addresses. The CD player comprises a RAM for 
storing the TOC read on the CD, a CPU for permitting the user to edit the TOC, and a 
preprogrammed RAM. After being stored on the RAM, the TOC from the disk is modified to 
include the ending addresses of the prerecorded tunes in addition to their starting addresses. The 
thus modified TOC is editable by the user for playback of any desired tune or times, either in part 
or in whole and in any desired order, permitting the customization of disk playback in a far more 
diversified way than heretofore. 
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
